PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 


The Talk About Mr. Harrison’s Cabinet. 
Mr. Biaine’s Chances of Getting In. 
Mr. Randall Present. 


W asuinoton, December 3.—-Special.}- The 
second session of the fiftieth congress has con- 
yened. The houses were well filled today, and 
the galleries were packed. Members’ desks in 
both chambers were ‘liberally decorated with 
flowers, but strange to say, there was nota 
flower on the republican side of the senate. 
This fact brought ferth from a republican sen- 
atorthe remark that ‘‘We don’t need any 
flowers yet; we are not dead enough.” Neither 
of the Georgia senators were in their seats. 

In the house the republicans were all smiles, 
while desmocrats accepted good naturedly the 
jokes at their expense by their political oppo- 
nents. Ata few minutes before 12 o’clock 
Mr. Randall entered, attired as usual in a 
black frock coat, but looking very thin and 
pale. Since his illness lis hair has turned 
almost white. The members of both parties 
immediately flocked around his desk, and 
until the speaker’s gavel rapped he was the re- 
cipient of a regular ovation. 

Messrs. Crisp, Turner, Blount, Grimes and 
Siewart, of the Georgia delegation, were on 
hand. shaking hands with their friends. The 
election of a republican house was particularly 
severe on Judge Crisp, as it was generally un- 
derstood he was to be the next speaker, but he 
was, nevertheless, smiling this morning, and 
will wait two years in hopes of the election of 
another democratic house. Tom Reed,of Maine, 
to judge from appearances, Was the happiest 
man in the house today. He was all smiles 
and seemed to enjoy victory so much that he 
grasped the band of Roger Q. Mills pleasantly, 
without even attempting to guy him or say a 
cutting or sarcastic thing. On the whole this 
morning the republicans were too happy to be 
anything but magnanimous, and the demo- 
crats have, in a measure, got used to their 
position. Mrs. Cleveland and her mother, 
Mrs. Folsom, were in the gallery and remained 
until adjournment. 

The President’s Message. 

To the first part of the president’s message 
the house listened attentively, but after the 
reading of that part relating to the tariff, one 
by one they adjourned to the cloak room, and 
when it was concluded very few were on the 
floor. The general opinion among democrats 
secmed to be that it was a bold maintenance of 
his position on the tariff, but more politic than 
his nessage of a year ago. 

Mr. Milis said the message was an able and 
straightforward presentation, and he was glad 
to sce that Mr. Cleveland did not recede in the 
least from his position taken a year ago. He 
says the tagiff fight must goon. There 1s to 
be no back down. 

Mr, Springer says it was no surrender on the 
tariff. Ife would rather be right than have 
the offices. 
Mr. Foran said, while he was a protection 
deniocrat, he thought the president should 

have continued to be agressive, and not to have 
shown the white feather. 

Tom Reed said Mr, Cleveland was like a 
man onthe gallows who always has the last 
word to say. Reed was of the opinion that Mr. 
Cleveland should have said ‘*Mills and Watter- 
gon have brought me to this.” 

Ajiogether there has, been very little talk 
among members ecither this afternoon or to- 
night about the message. 

In the house today the candidates for 
speaker of the next house were making an 
active canvass among other fellcw republican 
members. McKinley, Reed, Cannon and 
Burrows are actively inthe race. If Mr. Mc- 
Kinley remains in, Butterworth will not enter 
it. Mr. MeKinley today announced himself 
a candidate -but there is a probability 
that he will succeed Sherman in 
the senate. Senator Sheiman, it is 
understood, had been offered a cabinet ap- 
pointment, but he fears the election of Foraker 
to the senate to succeed him, and would prefer 
to refuse the cabinet place rather than be suc- 
ceeded by Foraker. If he can arrange it to 
have McKinley or Butterworth succeed him, 
he will accept the place. On this depends Mr. 
McKinley’s candidacy for the speakership. 
His friends are confident he can be elected if 
he continues in the race. He is a friend of 
the south, and the man the southern members 
Want in the speaker’s chair. 

THE GEORGIA APPROPRIATIONS. 

The revort of the secretary of the treasury, 
trausmitiing estimates of appropriations for 
the present fiscal year, was sent to congress to- 
day. The estimated appropriations for Geor- 
gia are as follows: 

To complete public building at Savannah, 
$75,000, 

For the establishment of alight houso near 
Catharine sound, $20,000. 

For a brick hospital at Augusta arsenal, 
$10,000. 

For continuing the construction of buildings 
for the new ten company army post at Atlanta, 
as provided by congress, $75,000, 

The foilowing amount that can be profitably 

expended in rivers and harbors is reported: 
b Rivers—Altamaha, #20,000; Chattahoochee, 
$40,000; Coosa, $100,000; Flint, $30,000; 
Jekyl creek, $10,000; Ocmulgee, $20,000; 
Oconee, $20,000; Savannah, $40,000, 

Harbors— Brunswick, $62,500; Cumberland 
sound, £500,000; Savannah, - $50,000, For the 
Charleston, 8S, C,, harbor $750,000 is recom- 
mended. 

The other appropriations for Georgia are to 
maintain the quarantine station at Sapelo 
island, $38,500; to continue tidal observations 
at Savannah, Ga., and Sandy Hook, N. J., 
$2,100; to continue the triangulation from At- 
lanta towards Mobile, $3,000; to. complete the 
public building at Greenville, 8S. C., $75,000 is 
Fecommended. 

Congressman Catchings, of Mississippi, a 
member of the river and harbor conmittee, 
Will propose at the meeting of that committee 
tomorrow, thatthe river and harbor bil! of last 
session be taken up horizontally, cut down to 
ten million dollars, and passed within ten 
days. He thinks the committee will accept his 
proposition, and that the house will pass it 
Without hesitation ashe recommends. It is, 

Owever, believed that many members will ob- 
ject to this, among them being some of the 
Southern men. By this proposition the esti- 
mated appropriation of $40,000 for the Savan- 
aah river will be redaced to $10,500. 

COLQUITT ON HAND. 

Senator Colquitt reached here tonight. Mr. 
and Mrs. Turner and their son arrived this 
morning. They are atthe National. Colonel 
James R. Randall is here. He will probably 
represent some well Known papers at the 
Capital this session.

HARRISON'S CABINET. 

There is a great deal of talk here about who 
Will constitute Mr. Harrison’s cabinet. New 
York is to have one member, but both ex- 
Senator Warner Miller and ex-Senator T. C. 
Platt are anxious for it, and their friends are 
making a bitter fight for the place. Men 
familiar with the situation think Platt has the 
better chance, but some think both might go 
in. Mr. Blaine’s friends, it is quite evident, 
do not intend to see him turned down. 
As yet Mr. Blaine has not received 
ny intimation that Mr. Harrison intends to 
Call on him as an adviser, but his friends ex- 
re him to gointo the cabinet. They want 

iim to go into the state department, and if he 
does not there is likely to be some very angry 
Citizens. Several prominent Irishmen, who 
Supported Harrison at Blaine’s solicitation, 
are prepared to be deeply affronted if the 

aine statesman does not get the recognition

The Alabama Congressman Says He Has Not 
Been Reported Correctly. 
WaAsHINGTON, December 3.—Congressman 
Oates says that he has not been correctly re- 
ported in some of the newspapers on two ques- 
tions—the tariff and the negro. He says: 
‘*What I have said of the tariff was that 
President Cleveland was not politic in sending 
his message to congress at the time he did, 
confining it to that single question and treat- 
ing that in detail. I sanctioned his arguments 
most fully. His party was likewise mistaken 
in giving that question in the campaign prece- 
dence of all others. It frightened manufactur- 
ers into making such heavy 
contributions to the republican 
‘ainpaign fund that it enabled the managers 
to buy the election of Harrison. I have not 
said that I would, and did not intend to pro- 
pose aconstitutiunal amendment to disfran- 
Chise the negroes, nor do I advocate it. It is 
not before the country for action. I said that 
the only way that the republicans could brea 
the solidly democratic south was by ecliminat- 
ing the negro from politics, and that is practi- 
cable by adopting a constitutional amendment 
limiting suffrage to white men, but that it was 
not probable that any such thing would be pro- 
posed by them during Harrison’s administra- 
tion, if ever. Such a movement would not 
stand the ghost of achance of success if in- 
augurated by a southern demoerat. I only 
mentioned it as a possibility, and 
gave the opinion that if the north 
ever presented the question for action 
that all the southern states would sanction it 
and give up their increased representation by 
the enfranchisement of the blacks. I would be 
surprised if any democrat should oppose such 
& measure if proposed by a republican, for while 
some southern states might, with the negro 
disfranchised, go republican, the great states 
of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and New York 
would be largely democratic. This isa politi- 
cal reason why the republican party will not 
move in that direction. If any one doubts 
What I predicted in respect to the course that 
will be pursued by the republican administra- 
tion, let him read the interview with Senator

sually full senate that responded to President 
pro tem Ingalls’s call to order at 12 o'clock today. 
At that timeall the galleries were full except the 
president's and diplomatic departments, the latter 
containing on y one of the under secretaries of the 
Austrian legation and three lady friends, 

The desk ofthe presiding officer was decorated 
by a very handsome pyramid bouguet and & mitors 
Blodgett, Daniel, Pugh, Voorhees, and Beck had 
before them nature’s emblems of the esteem of 
friends, Not a flower bloomed on the republican 
side of the chamber 

As the minute hand overtook the hour indicated 
on the dial of the clock facing him, Mr. Ingalis let 
fall the vave!l and Chaplain Butler opened the 
proceediDgs with prayer. He returned thanks for 
the bountiful blessings vouchsafed the land In its 
material interests, i2M1 remembered President- 
elect Harrison in lis petition.

A few moments were spent in greetings among 
senators, and then Senuaior Sherman oilered the 
usual resolution that the secretary notify the house 
that the sevate is ready to proceed to business, The 
resolution was adopted, as was also one olfered by 
Mr. Morrell, for the appointment of a coimu 
notify the president that the senate is 
receive any Communication he may have! 

Messrs, Morrill and Saulsbury compose this coi- 
mittee. 

Mr. Cameron offered a resolution that the senate 
meet daily until further orderedat 12m. Adopted, 

The recess was further extended to half-past one 

At the conclusion of the recess, the usual message 
from the house arnounucing the fact ofits being in 
session ani of its having appointel a committee to 
wait upon the president, was detiverd, it having 
been delayed in consequence of the recess. 

That was fol!owed by areport from the committee 
to wait on the president to the effect that it had per 
formed that duty, and that the president would 
communicate in writing immediately, and then the 
president's message was delivered by Mr. Pruden, 
one of his secretaries, and Mr. McCook, secretary of 
the senate, proceeded to read it. 

The reading of the message occupied and hour 
and twenty minutes, The portions of it Which 
discuss questions of,tariff revision, ‘treasury surplus, 
the fishery troublesand the West incident were 
listened to with close attention and apparent 
interest by fourteen republican senators and about 
an equal nu:aber of democrats, The other portions 
of the message seemed to have but few attentive 
listeners and their reading had effect of gradually 
clearing the galleries of namerous’ spectators. 
When the reading of the message had been con- 
cluded, it was laid on the table and ordered 
printed. 

The senate then adjournnd, after notification by 
Mr. Fryethat he wouid ca:l up the Union Pacitie 
settiement bili tomorrow: by Mr. Chandler that be 
would ask for action on his re-olution to investigate 
the Louisiana election of April last, and by Mr. 
Allison that be would ask the senate to proceed 
with the tariff biil avd would even, if the discus- 
sion became too protracted, call it up during the 


morning hours of the session. 
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SCENES IN THE HOUSE, 


Congratulations and Condolence—Listening 
to the Message. 


WASHINGTON, December 3.—Lone before 
the hour for meeting of the seeond session ofthe 
fiftieh congress, the galleries of the heuse (with the 
exception of those galleries reserved for the presi- 
dent and his friends and tor the diplomatic corps) 
were filled with spectators, 
ofladies formed a brilliant frame to the picture 
presented on the floor below. There handshaking 
was indulgedinand coneratulations on re-election 
or condolences on deicat were exchanged among 
the members. Of course the recent election was 
the cnieftopic of conversation, but there was no 
bitter feeling manifested. Joyous exultation on the 
part of the republicans end patient resignation on 
the part of democrats being every- 
where evident. Republican members 
who are prominently mentioned in connection with 
the speakership of the fifty-first congress came in 
for an exira share of felicitations, it being generally 
eoncededon the floor that the next house will be 
republican with from taree toseven majority. The 
speaker's desk was ornamented with a handsome 
floral piece, while other prominent members were 
not forgotten by their friends, and numercus flora 
designs added a pleasii feature to the scene. 
When Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, entered the 
chamber, which he did a iew moments be ore noon, 
he was surrounded by his friends, desirous of ex- 
pressing their pleasure at seeing him once more 
able to resume his Congressional duties. At pre- 
cisely 12 o'clock, the fall of the gavel stilled the 
tumult which existed in the hall, and 
reigned while Dr. Milburn, chaplain, offered prayer, 

Afvera recess, Mr. Hoimes announced tiat the 
committee appointed to wait upon the president had 
performed that duty, and that the president would 
communicate with the congress forthwith, 

Mr. Pruden, one of the president’s secretaries, was 
then announced, and the annual message was 
delivered to the house and immediately read by 
the clerk. 

That portion of the message in which the presi- 
dent treats of the tar.ff question was listened to 
attentively by members on both sides of the bouse. 
NA#w and then a smile, more of triumph than of 
cerision, would appear upon the face of some en- 
thusiastic republican, but the silence was not 
broken until the clerk readin a clear voice: “the 
cause for which the battle is waged. ls comprised 
within lines clearly and distinctively defined. It 
should never be compromised, It is the yeople’s 
cause,”’ 

Then the democrats could ‘ho lonver restrain their 
feclings and broke into a round of applause, which 
was answered by the Frepuliccans with derisive 
laughter. 

The president’s reference to the Sackville West 
incident provoked a laugh from tbe repubiican side 
ofthe bouse, but no counter demonsiration was 
made by thedemocrats. From this point interest in 
the mcssage slackened, 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, was the only member who 
paid the slightest atiention to tbe further reading, 
and the noise of conversation was so grcat that this 
was no easy task. 

When, at 3:15,. the reading was completed, Mr. 
Mills offered a resolution, which was agreed to, re- 
ferring the message to the committee of the whole 
and providing for its printing,

H AT’S WHAT GEN. LONGSTREET SAYS 


The Ex-Confederate Veteran and Some At- 
lanta Gentlemen Dine With General 
Harrison in Indianapolis. 
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INDIANAPOLIS, December 3.—General Har- 
rison had rather a quiet day, General Long- 
street, of Georgia, accompanied by Hon. E. A. 
Angier, of Atlanta, and E. C. Atkins, of this 
city, Were among the callers. This evening 
General Harrison dined at the residence of 
Mr, Atkins. The other guests were General 
Longstreet, E. A. Angier, A. Angier, Dr. 
Wilson, and a half dozen Indianapolis gentije- 
men. General Longstreet tells the reporters 
that “‘thero is not the least bit of political sig- 
nitieance in his visit.’ 

When asked what the south wanted, the 
veteran laughingly replied: ‘‘The south wants 
everything. It wants the earth, ifit can get 
it. But it wants, more than anything else, a 
good, honest and friendly spirit manifested to- 
ward it. We simply want to be treated kindly 
and considerately.’”’

A Personal Encounter in Montgomery—A 
Sentenced Commuted. 

Montgomery, Ala.—The sensation of the day 
grows out of a pe:sonal encounter between the 
Hon. John G. Winston, member of the house of 
representatives from Marsha’! county, and Hon, 
John A. Lusk, s:licitor of the ninth judicial cireuit. 
The difficulty occurred yesterdae morning in the 
office of the state superintendent of education. Mr. 
Lusk was in the office when Mr. Winston cntered., 
The latter said: 

“Tiow are you, John?’ 

Mr. Lusk replied: 

“Don’t speak to me, sir; you have slandered me.” 

Winston said: 

“T have not slandered at al!, sir; Ibave told the 
truth,’’ 

Lusk then struck Winston

Rirmingham, Ala.—The colored residents of 
Pigcon Roost were wild with fright last night, and 
many bave fied fromtheir homes. Early in the 
evening a large lion ezcaped from its cage in Fore- 
paugh’s ten cent circus, andis now lying under a 
house in Pigeon Roost, Noone, not even the at- 
taches of the circus, can be induced to go within 
one hundred feet of the beast. The lon will prob- 
ably be shot, asit seems impossible to capture it 
ailve. 


Raleigh, N. C.—The state supreme court yes- 
terday filed an opinionia a very important case. 
Itisan action taken by appeal and inyolves the title 
to lands in the Cherokee Indian reservation agere- 
gating two hundred and fifty thousand acres. It is 
foundthat a grunt was issued by the goveriior and 
secretary of State, and thatan entry was made in 
1796 of these lands; which lie in Jackson connty. 
The supreme court, in its opinion, finds the lands 
are wholly within the Cherokee reservation, de- 
cares the grant eutirely inoperative and yoid, and 
holds that it passed uo title. The court says the 
land Was not subject to entry and 
grant under the laws of this stafe, and that neither 
the governor, secretary of state nor any other 
agency could pass the bill by grant or otherwise. 
This is the most important land suit ever decided 
in this state, and settles vast and valuable tracts 
held by the Cherokees. 

Governor Scales today 2ommuted the sentence of 
Millet Poteat, to imprisonment for life in the peui- 
tentiary. She isancgro woman who was convic- 
ted of theaerime ofarson, and was under sentence 
to be hung at Yancyville, on the 7th instant. 
There were earnest petitions for commutation, The 
woman isin a delicate condition. 

Lastnight in Durham county, at the Farmington 
farm, a negro named Fam Sneed, was shot dead by 
another negro, George Glass. For some time there 
had been many thefts atthe farm, and Glass was 
employed as watchman. Last night he heard a 
noise in one of the hog pens, and going to it found 
Sneed intheact of killing a hog. Near the pen 
were two accomplices of Sneed. As Glass stood be- 
hind the pen, Sneed raisedaclub tostrike him. 
At this instint Glass shot him throuch the head, 
and Sneed fell dead, while his accomplices ran. 
Glass went to Durham, and surrendered. At the 
coroner’s inquesta verdict was rendered that it 
was justifiable homicide, and Glass was released.

Their 
principal store was at Toombsboro, This morninga 
number of the numerous creditors of the firm met in 
Macom. W. C, Singieton, of Singleton & Co., Macon, 
was elected chairman and A. D. Schofield, of Scho- 
field & Son, was chosen secretary. Creditors repre- 
senting $82,521.22 were at the meeting. According 
to the statement of Baum & Bro, their total assets 
are $156,236.73 and total liabilities $150,930.44, Of 
this indebtedness creditors io the amount of $69,000 
are secured, leaving $81,980.44 unsecured. H. M. 
Comer, the well known cotton factor of Savannah, 
is the largest secured cveditor, namely, £35,000. This 
firm will place Baum & Bro. on their feet again. 

Yesterday morning after one o'clock, a honse be- 
longing to J. W. Brooks, corner Second and Ocmul- 
gece stree‘s, was destroyed by fire. It was occupied 
by an Italian barber named Frank Rizza. Rizza 
and his family had gone out to spend the night and 
were not at home at the time ofthe fire.

Mr. Jones further says that his father went In the 
direction of Mr. fteagan’s house and not 
long afterward he (Mr. Thomas Jones) heard one or 
two shotsin some woods not far from where he was, 
Lut did not attach any importance to this circum- 
stance, thinking thatthe shots were fired by some 
hunter.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


CONGRESA, 


ALL QUESTIONS CONSIDERED IN IT 


His Views on the Tariff—What He Says of 
Sackville-West'’s Dismissal—The Needs 
of the Departmenta. 
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WASHINGTON, December 3.— Following is the 
message sent to congress by President Cleve- 
land today: 

To the Congresss of the United States: As you 
assemble for the discharge of the duties you have 
assumed as the representatives of a free and gen- 
€rous people, your meeting is marked by an inter- 
esting and impressive incident. With the expira- 
tion of the present session of the congress the first 
century of our constitutional existere:as a nation 
will be complete. Oursurvival for one hundred years 
is not sullicient to secure us, but we no longer have 
dangers to ftearin the maintenance, with all its 
promised biessings, of agovernment founded upon 
the freedom of the people. The time rather ad- 
monisl.es us to soberly inquire whether in the past 
we have always closely kept in the course of safety 
and whether we have before us a way plain and 
clear, which leads to happiness and perpetuity. 

ADHERENCE TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

When the experiment of our government was un- 
dertaken, the chart adopted for our guidance was 
the constitution. Departure from the loes there 
lnid down isa failure. Itis only by a strict adher. 
ence to the direction they indicate, and by restraint 
within the limitations they fix that we can furnish 

rvof to the world ofthe fitness of the American 

eople for self-government. The equal and exact 
fustice of which we boast as the underiying princt 
ple of our institutions should not be contined to the 
relations of our citizens to each other. ‘The govern- 
ment itself is under bond to thé American people, 
that in the exerelse of its functions and powers it 
will deal with the body of our citizens in a manner 
scrupulously honest and fair and absolutely just. It 
has agreed that American citizenship shall be 
the only credential necessary to justify the claim of 
equality before the law, and that no 
condition in life shall give rise to dis- 
crimination’ in the treatment of the people 
by their government, The citizens of our republic 
in its eariv days rigidly insisted upon a full com- 
piiance with the letier of this bond,andjsaw stretch- 
ing out before him a clear field for individual 
endeavor. His tr.bute to. the supportof his govern- 
ment was measured by the cost of its economical 
maintenance, and he was secure in the enjoyment 
of the remaining recompense of his steady and con- 
tented toil. In those days the fruya'ity of the peo- 
ple was stamped upon their government, and was 
enforced by the free, thougutfal and intelligent 
suftrage of the citizens. Combinaiions, monopolies 
and aggregations of capital were either avoided or 
sternly reguiated and restrained. The pomp and 
glitter of governments less free, offered 
no temptation and presented no de- 
lusion to the plain people who, side by 
side in friendly competition wrought for the enno- 
blement and dignity of man; for the solution ot the 
problem of free government, and for the achieve- 
ment of the grand destiny awaiting tho land which 
God bad given them. e 

A century bas passed, our ci'ies are the abiding 
places of wealth and luxury; our manufactures 
yield fortunes never dreamed of by the fathers of 
the republic; our businessmen are mad_y striving in 
the race for riches and immense agvregations of 
capital outrun the imagination in the magnftude ot 
their undertakings. We view with pride and satis 
faction this bright picture of our country’s growth 
and prosperity, while only a closer serutiny develops 
a sombre shading. Upon more careiul inspection, 
we findthe wealth and !uxury of our cities mingled 
with poverty and wretchednessand unremunerative 
toil. A crowded and constantly increasing urban 
population the impoverishment of 
rural sections and discontent with agricultural 
pursuits. ‘The farnier's s0n, not satisfied 
with his brother's simpie and laborious life, joins 
the eager chase for easily acquired wealth, 

TRUSTS AND COMBINES, 

W * discover that the fortunes realized by our man- 
ufacturers are no longer solely the reward of sturdy 
industry and enlightened foresi¢ht, bul that they 
result from the discriminating tavor of government, 
and are largely built upon undue exacwires from 
the masses of our people. The gulf between em- 
ployes and the employer ts constantly widening and 
classes are rapidiy forming—oue comprising the 
very rich and powertul, while in another are found 
the toiling poor, in exacting from the substance of 
the people millions which, unapplied and useless, 
lie dormant in itstreasury. This flagrant injustice, 
and this breach of faith and obligation add to extor- 
tion the dapver attending the diversion of the cur- 
rency of the country fromthe legitimate channels 
of business. 

As'we view the achievements of aggregated cap- 
ital, we discoverthe existence of trusts, combina- 
tions and monopolies, while the citizen is struggling 
far inthe rear oris trampled to death beneath an 
iron hee!. Corporations, which should be the care- 
fully restrained creatures of the law and the ser- 
vants of the people, are fast becoming the people's 
masters. Still congratulating ourselves upon the 
wealth and prosperity of our country, and compla- 
cently contemplating every incident of chance in- 
separably trom these conditions, it is our duty as 
patriotic citizens to inquire at the present stage of 
our progress, how the bond of government made 
with the people has been kept and performed and 
instead of limiting the tribute drawn from our citi- 
zens to the necessities of its economical adminis- 
tration, the government persists under the same 
laws by which these results are produced, the gov- 
erument permits many millions more to be added 
tothe cost ofthe hvingofour people and tobe 
taken from our consumers, which 
unreasonably swells the profits ot 
a& small but ywerless minority. The 
people must still be taxed fer the support of the 
government under the operation of tariif laws. But 
to the extent that the mass of citizens are inordi- 
vately burdened beyond any useful public purpose 
and for the benefit of a favored few, the govern- 
ment, under pretext of an exercise of its taxing 
power, enters gratuitously into partnership with 
these favorites to their advantage and to the injury 

of a vast majority of our people. This is not equal- 
ity before the law. The existing situation is inju- 
to the health of our entire body poiitic. 
stifles in those for whose benefit it is 
permitted, all patriotic love of country and 
substitute in its place selfish greed and grasping 
avarice. 

Devotion to American citizenship for its own sake 
and for what it should accomplish as a motive to our 
nation's advancement and the happiness of all our 
people, is displaced by the assumption that the 
government, instead of being the embodiment of 
equality, is butan instrumentality through which 
especial individual advantages are to be gained. 

The annoyance of this assumption is nnconcealed, 
it appears im the sordid disregard of all but personal 
interests, in the refusal to abate ior the benetit of 
others one iota of seifish disadvantage, and in com- 
binations to perpetuate such advantages through 
efforts to control legislation and improperly infiu- 
ence the suffrages of the people. The grievances of 
those not included within the circle of these bene- 
ficiaries, when fully realized, will surely arouse 
irritation and discontent. Our farmers, long suffer- 
ing and patient struggling in the race of lite with 
the hardest and most unremitting toil, will not fail 
to see, in spite of misrepresentation and misleading 
fallacies, that they are obliged to accept such prices 
for their products asare fixed in foreign markets 
where they compete with the farmers of the world: 
that their lands are declining in value while their 
debits increases and that without compensating 
favor they are forced by the action of the govern- 
ment to pay,for the benefit of others,such euhanced 
prices for. the things they need that the scanty re- 
turns of their labor fail to furnish their support or 
leave no margin for accumulation. Our working- 
men, enfranchised from all delusions, and no longer 
frightened by the 7 that their wages are cn- 
dangered by a just revision of our tariff laws, will 
reasonably demand through such revision, steadier 
employment, cheaper means of living in their 
homes, freedona for themselves and their children 
from the doem of perpetual servitude and an open 
door to their advancement beyond the limits of a 
laboring class. Others ofourcitizens whose com- 
forts and expenditures are measured by moderate 
salaries and fixed incomes, will insist upon the 
fairness and justice of chearening the cost of neces- 
saries for themselves and their families, 

THE DISCONTENTED WORKMAN. 

When to the selfishness of the beneficiaries of un- 
just discrimination under our laws there shall 
added the discontent of those who suffer from such 
discrimination, we will realize the fact that the 
beneficiary purposes of onr government, depen- 
dent upon the patriotism and contentment of our 
people, are en angered. 

Communism is a hateful thing, and a menace to 
peace and organized government. But the com- 
munism of combined wealth and capital, the out- 

owth of over-weening cupidity and sclfishness 
which insidiously undermines the justice and in- 
tegrity of free insti*utions, 1s not less dangerous than 
the communi:m of oppressed poverty and toil 
which, exasperated by injustice and discontent, 
attacks, with wild disorder, the citadel of rule. 

He mocks the people who proposes that the gov- 
ernment shali protect the rich, and that they, in 
turn, will care forthe laboring poor. Any inter- 
mediary between the people and their ppt ne 
or the least delegation of the care and protection 
the government owes to the humblest citizen in the 
land, makes the boast of free institutions a glittering 
delusion and the pretended boon of American citi- 
zeuship a shameless imposition, 

A justand sensible revision of our tariff laws 
should be made for the relief of those of our coun- 
trymen who suffer under present conditions.

government and the poverty of the claimant: 
xratuitiesinthe form of pensions are granted 
upon no other real ground than the needy condition 
of the applicant or for reasons less valid, And large 
sums are expended for public buildings and other 
improvements upon representations scarcely 
claimed to be related to public needs and necessities, 
Theextent to which the consideration of such 
matters subordinate and post;one action upom 
subjects of great public importance, but inuvyolyi 
no special, private or partisan Interest, should 
arrest atteution and lead to reformation. 

A few of the numerous illustrations of this condi- 
tion may be stated. The crowded condition of the 
calender of the supreme court and the delay of 
suitors and denial of justice resulting therefrom, 
has been strongly urged upon the attention of the 
congress with a plan for the relief of the situation, 
approved by those well able to judge of its merits. 
While this subject remains without effective con- 
sideration, many laws have been passed providing 
for holding of terms of inierier courts at places to 
suit the convenience of localities, or to lay the 
foundation of an application for the erection of new 
 ncege buildings. Repeated reconimendations have 
cen submitted for the amendment and change of 
the laws relating to our public lands, so that their 
spoliation and diversion to other uses than as homes 
for houest settlers might be prevented. While @ 
ineasure to mect this conceded necessity of reform 
remains awalting the action of e¢ongress. man 
claims to the public lards and applications for thefe 
donation in favor of states and individuals haye 
been allowed. 

PROVIDING FOR THE INDIANS. 

A plan tn aid of Indian mavagement recommend. 
ed by those well informed, as containing yaluable 
features in furtherance of the solution of the Indian 
problem, has thus far failed of legislative sanctior 
while grants of doubtful expedieney to raiiroa 
corporations permiiting them to pass through Lae 
dian reservations have greatly multiplied. 

The propricty and necessity of the erection of one 
or more prisous ior the contincmenut of United States 
convicts, anda postoffice building inthe national 
capital, are not disputed, but these needs yet re- 
main unanswered, while scores of publie building 
have been ereeted where their necessity for publie 
purposes is pot apparett. 

A revision of our peusion laws could easily be 
made, which would rest upon just principles and 
provide for every worthy applil-ant. But while our 
general pension laws reinain confused and imper- 
fect hundreds of private pension lnws are annually 
passed, which are the sources of unjust discriming- 
tion and popular demoralization., 

Appropriation bills for the support of the govern- 
ment are defaced by iteins and provisions to meet 
private ends, and it is freely asserted by responsible 
and exrerienced parties that a bill appropriati 
money for public internal impiovement would fa 
to meet with favor unless it contained items more 


efit. These statements can be much emphasized by 
an ascertainment of the proportion of federal legis- 
lation, which either bears upon its face its private 
character, or which, upon examination, develops 
such a motive power, and the people wait and ex- 
pect from their chosen representatives such patrt- 
otic action as will advance the welfare of the entire 
country; and this expectation can only be answered 
by the performance ot public duty with 
unselfish purpose, Our mission amiong the 
nations of the earth and oursuccessin aeccomp!ish- 
ing the work God has given the American people te 
do, requires of those intrustea with the masing and 
execution of our laws perfect devotion, above ali 
other things, tothe public good. His devotion will 
lead us to strongly resist all impatience of constita- 
tional Limitations of federal power, and to perais- 
tently check the increasing tendeney to extend the 
scope of federal lezislation into the domain of 
state and local jurisdiction, upon the plea of sub 
serving the public welfare. 

A PUBLIC TRUST. 
The preservation of partitions between proper 
subjects of federal and local care and regulation is 
of such importance under the constitution, whieh 
is the law ofour very existence, that no considera- 
tion of expediency ur sentimen: should tempt us te 
enter upon doubtful grounds We have underta- 
ken to discover aud proclaim the richest blessings 
ofa free government, with the constitution as our 
guide; let us follow the way it points out. It will 
not miiead us. Andsurely no one who has taken 
upon himself the solemin obligation to support and 
preserve the constitution can find justification or 
solace for disloyalty in the excuse that he wan- 
dered and disobeyed in search of a better way te 
reach the public wellare than the constitution of- 
fers. Wha’ has been said is deemed not jinappro- 
priate ata time when, froma century's height; we 
review the way already trod by the American peo- 
ple and at empt to discover their future path. 
The seventh president of the United States, the 
soldier and statesman, and at all times the firmand 
brave friend of the people, in vindication of hig 
course asthe protector of popular rights and the 
champion of true American citizenship, declared: 
“The ambition which leads me on ig an anxious 
desire and a firm determination torertore to the 
people unimpaired the sacred trust they have con- 
fided to my charge; to heal the wounds of the con- 
stitution, and preserve it from further violation; to 
persuade my countryinen so far as I may, that itis 
not in a splendid government, wr, ree by power- 
ful monopolies and eristocratica! establishmenta, 
thatthey will find happiness, or their liberties protee- 
tion, but in a plain system, void of pomp—protect- 
ing all and grau ding favors to none—dispensing its 
blessings lize the dews of heaven, unseen ant em 
felt, save in the. freshness and beauty they con- 
tribute to produce. It is such agovernment that. 
the genius of our people require; such a one only 
under which ourstates may remain for ages t 
come, unied, prosperous and free.”’

THE INSURANCE BILL AGAIN

Argument of Mr. Knowles, Made Before the 
Finance Committee at the Last Session 
of the Legisiature and Then Defeated. 


There is no subject more interesting to peo- 
ple generaily than that of insurance. Cheap 
rates are desired by every one, and any legis- 
lation that tends to give low rates of insurance 
' at once commands attention and inspires gen- 
eral interest. 

The house finance committee yesterday 
afternoon began the consideration of the sen- 
ate bill to regulate the business of insurance in 
Georgia. 

- The bill wos passed some time ago by the 
senate, being amended there by the addition 
of what is known as section 24th, which was 
offered by M. Dean, of Rome. This section is 
opposed by the insurance men of the state on 
the ground that it isan unvwarrantab!e inter- 
ference by the legislature in the business of in- 
surance companies; that the section is not war- 
ranted by the fac ts in the case, and that its 
purpose is to lower the rate of insnrance in 
Georgia, when that rate toads by the efforts 
of the Southeastern Tariff association is lower 
than they are elsewhere. 

THE SECTION OBJECTED TO. 

The 24th section is as follows: 

Be it enacted Ly the authority aforesaid, that 
whenever it shall be made plainiy to appear by 
comp-tent proofs to the commissioner of Insurance 
that any insurance company licensed to do business 
in this state-has entered into any contract, acree- 
ment, = or other ar: ‘ange it with any other in- 
surance company or companies licensed to do b isi 
ness in this state for the purpose ol, cr that may 
have the effect to prevent or lessen free Compelition 
in the business of insurance in this state, (hereupon 
said commissioner shall revoke the lice 
company or companies, and the same n 
reissued un'il the president or chief of shail file 
an affidavit with said commissioner stating that all 
such contracts, agreemcuts, pools or other arrang 
ments bave been annulicd and made v 

THE HISTORY OF TITE MATTER. 

When the bill was introduced in the senate, 
this section was nota part thereof, and the 
bill reported to the senate oy its finance com- 
mittee did not have the section either. It was 
during the passage ofthe bill in the senate, 
that this amendment was proposed by Mr. 
Dean, and the fact that it came from Rome at 
once clearly explained, its appearance. 

The Rome cotton warehouse men have 
stubbornly resisted the efforts made by the 
Southeastern Tariff association to improve the 
nature of their risks in this city by a com- 
pliance with the standard construction for 
cotton warehouses prescribed by the asso- 
ciation. Because of their failure to improve 
their risks the cotton risks at Rome are much 
higher than they are in Atlanta, Savannah, 
Augusta and other places, where the associa- 
tion standard have been adopted. 

THE LOW RATES IN GEORGIA. 

Because of the efforts of the tariff associa- 
tion, insurance rates in Georgia are lower than 
they are elsewhere. The average rates in 
Georgia is 1 22, while in Alabama i is 1.45, in 
Arkansas itis 1.59,in F lo rida 1.72, in Missis- 
sippi 1.69, in North Carolina 1.59,” in Texas 
1.57, in Tennessee 1.51; in Louisiana the raie 
is 1.05, but that is due to the fact that the 
great majority of the premiums come from 
New Orleans, and a lower rate exists there be- 
cause of good fire appliances, and because of 
many local companies.

THE INTENTION OF THE SECTION. 

Mr. Knowles said that the purpose of the 
24th section “was to lower rates by breaking 
up the tariff associ latlo n. In answer to this he 
assumed the position ‘that tl ie law could not 
be successively carried out if passed, for there 
was no way to prevent the companies frous 
having a mutual understanding astothe rate 
to be charged. There was no way: to reach 
the allezed evil, and no law could be enacted 
to prevent companies from instructing their 
agents as to the rates.”’ 

‘*But even if the law could be operated suc- 
cessfully, what would it cause? it would 
uring about a war of rates, and the natura! re- 
sult would be that the local companies, like 
the Atlanta Home, the Savannah Fire Ma- 
rine,and the Macon company would have to 
go to the wall. T} ney couid not stand a war of 
rates like the older rand richer ¢ OIMpanies : and 
thus the section would virtually kill the local 
companies.’’ 

THE WORK OF THE TARIYVF 

“Instead of tryingto break down the tariff 
association,” Mr. Kn owles thought that ‘the 
gencral assembly should foster and encourage 
it. The present low rate in the state and its 
cause had already been explained. Now, see 
again the work of the assox The 
ciation tuday is doing in Ge what law 
ought to do--namely, to ¥en reduce the 
amount of losses, and to cause an improye- 
ment in risks that made the rate less and less. 

“The Chronicle insurance tables show that 
there was a property loss in Georgia from 1876 
to 18865 of $17,215,000, of which amount there 
was a loss to companies Of $38,170,400, leaving 
the enormous suin of S9,044.500 to be borne by 
the people themselves. Now see the work of 
the association. Ia 1883 tice ices to companies 
had been reduced to $1.595,000: in i884. when 
the wedi under way, the loss 
was reduced to $754,000; in 188% it was only 
$45865.000, and it was, in 1886, oniy 3490-000. 
Kverything must have a cause, and this great 
reduction can be plas ‘ld nowhere else, save 
where it belongs, .to the Southeastern Tariff 
association. 

THE EFFECT OF THE BILL. 
“Now suppose this bill passes, what will be 
the tepid ? Lhe companiés will agree among 
themselyes, Without forming a pool, and will 
instruct their agents that the rates on a dwell- 
ing shall not be less than 1 per cent, for a frame 
store 25, for brick dwelling 75, for a brick 
store 14, andthe cotton risk will not be less 
than of. Compare these rates With the pres- 
ent ones, adopted by the assoc iation, and 
| what’s the difference? 
| ‘Just here there 1s no better Pp resentation of

As the 
absence ofan efile tive oe department and other 
nublic provision ior protection of yroperty is rated 
to increase the hazard, at 3 henee the cause of in- 
Bsurhucs, it inspires an int rested popular influence 
to demand in towns and cities the maintenance of 
these essential equipments of well-ordered commu- 
hities, 
HOW THE ASSOCIATION WORKS. 

Mr. Knowles said that ‘“‘the association was 
not composed of men, but of companies, that it 
was not an Atlanta ring, as it had been called. 
That while he was president he was not even 

a member.” 

It was organized in 1882 at New Holland 
Springs, and at first it countentéd itself with 
making @minimuin rate, which finally became 
the maximum rate also. At subsequent meet- 
ings a committee of the association was ap- 
pointed to meet committees from the various 
manufactories, such as cotton mills, oil mills, 
phosphate works and the like, discuss the 
needs and requirements, combine with expe- 
rience and adopt equitable and intelligent 
rates for such special risks. 

‘In this way a systcmized tariff had grown 
up, the result of joint counsel of the assurer 
and the assured, a basis rate established for a 
perfect risk, and for every deficiency an addi- 
tional rate was tixed.”" 

STANDARDS OF CONSTRUCTION MADE. 

‘This led the association to devise a system 
fie the construction of various outbuildings, a 
strict compliance with which would entitle the 
insured to the lowest rate--the basis rate. 
Thesé standards were the offspring of intelli- 
gence and skilland were very ccnerally adopted 
everywhere, The earnings in insurance more 
than compensated for the money expended in 
improvements.” 

‘Take for instance cotton seed oi! 1nills. 
The standard prescribed by the association for 
mills of this kind gave them arate of 1}. The 
southern cotton seed oil mills in this. country 
were constructed according to the association’s 
standard, and the rate on that mill was 14, the 
lowest risk of its kind in the United States, 
mills being usuaily rated from 5 to7 percent.” 

“Several y ears ago the Phinizy cotton ware- 
house in Augusta, ‘with 6.COO bales, was de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss to the companies 
vas total; the warehouse had been repuilt on 
en compartment system, and ayear or so ago 
caught fire the second time, when only one 
compartment was burned. ‘The first fire repre- 
sented a loss of 100 per cent. the last one only 
20 per cent. Sach instances could be multi- 
plied.” 

COMPTROLLER WRIGHT'S VIEWS. 

The original bill is said to have been drawn 
by Comptroller-General Wright, whose wide 
experience in all matters pe riain ing to insur- 
ance enabled him to draw a bill that perfectly 
reflected the views of the companies and the 
people. The twenty-fourth section was not in 
the original draft; it isin no sense a part of 
Comptroller Wright’s views and opinions, and 
rumor has it that he is very much concerned 
at its appearance at this juncture. 

It otherwise mars the symmetry of an al- 
most perfect bill. Comptroller Wright recog- 
nizes-the usefulness and help of the tariff as- 
sociation, and is fully conversant with the 
facts related in thisarticle. The entire bill, 
with the exception of the 24th section, is ap- 
proved by the officer of the tariff association.
